How to Fatten a Horse. 


To fatten a horse that has fallen off in 
fiech is sometimes a tedious business— 
indeed the work of months. The follow- 
suggestions to accomplish it, however,

A convention was held at Meionaon, 
Boston, on Wednesday last, for the spe- 
cial purpose of hearing testimony as far 
as practicable from every section of the 
State in relation to the practical working 
of the present beer law. Some three or 
four hundred delegates were present, and 
the meeting was organized by the choice

After listening to many short speeches 
from gentlemen from all parts of the 
State, and the reading of many state- 
ments,—one from the Clerk of the East 
Norfolk District Court by Henry H.

The 
address concluded as follows :—* From 
the testimony of our own citizens, from 
the larger=and wider experience of Eng- 
land, and from our own knowledge, it is 
our conviction that intemperance cannot 
be kept within its present limits, much 
less be abated, under our present statues. 
We therefore pray your honorable bodies 
to repeal the law which makes the legali- 
ty of the beer traffic dependant on the 
votes of townsand cities and make such 
other changes as are suggested in the in- 
augural message of the Governor.” 

The address was subsequently adopted 
unanimously, and the convention adjourn- 
ed.

Home, Farm and Garden. | 


Seventy Acres of Flowers. 


In June it was our good fortune to 
visit C. L. Allen’s seventy acres of fiow- | 
ers. The farm or garden, is situated on 
Long Island, and Gladiolii, Japan Lilies 
and Tuberoses are grown as specialties. 
We saw twenty acres of Gladiolii, which 
were under the process of being hoed out, 
as our farmers hoe out their potatoes. 
They were planted in rows, about eight 
or ten inches apart, and the bulbs were 
set about six inchee one from the other. 
Every known species and color were 
growing in that twenty acre field, which 
was only divided by the embankment of 
a railway which bad recently been built 
through the grounds. Those of us who 
cultivate a few.dozen of these beautiful 
flowers can hardly imagine them in such 
lovely profusion. We were told that 
seven hundred bushels of the bulbs were 
stored away last season in winter quar- 
ters. Adjoining these bulbs were ten 
acres of Japan Lilies,—only a few early 
flowering’ones were in bloom,—and we 
were forced to draw upou our imagina- 


tion for their beauty, as in the case of 
the Gladiolii. Adjoining them were five 
acres of Tuberoses. All these bulbous 
flowering plants were raised for the mar- 
ket, both bulbs and flowers would 
find a ready sale in these flower-loving 
United States.—S. O. J., in N. £.

Her frame is seasoned 
with salt, and in addition to other means 
of ventilation, bas brass ventilators along 
the line of her planksheer, so arranged 
that they can be kept open in all weathers. 
The keel is of white oak in two tiers, the 
lower tier in five and the upper in six 
pieces, with ten feet scarphs, the whole 
bolted with copper. 

She has three full decks in addition to 
the poop, with 8 feet height between 
them, and the beams under the lower and 
middle decks are 14 by 15 inches, and 
those under the upper deck 11 by 14 
inches, strongly seeured with massive 
hanging and lodging knees, and stanch- 
ions clasped with iron in the wake of all 
the decks.

| Oak timber is disappearing from Eu- 
rope with great rapidity. France, with 
an annual production of 1,320,000,000 of 
gallons of wine, is especially injured by

| 000,000 of staves ; in 1866, she imported 
| 63,000,000, at a cost of $9,000,000.— 
| Most of this timber came from Austria. 
France requires every year 1,500,000 cu- 
bic feet of oak timber for wine-casks,

ears, and 750,000 for building purposes.

It provides that from 
and after the Ist of July next “ all official 
correspondence, of

and all other muailable matter (public 


| documents, a&c., cent off by members of 


Congress, &e.,) shall be chargeable with 
the same rates of postage as may be law- 
fully imposed upon like matter sent by 
or addressed to otber persons.” In other! 
Words, the correspondence of mewbers of 
the Cabinet and of Congress and other 
federal officials, and the public documents 
of all descriptions, and garden seeds and 
books, photographs, handkerchiefs, gloves, 
“old clo,” &c., &c., now sent free under 
Congressional or Executive department 
or bureau franks from Washington to all 
parts of the country, shall, from and after 
the 1st of July next, pay the usual rates 


of postage for such letters, “ pub. docs.” 


or other mail matter, without distinction 
of official position, race, place or previous 
condition of servitude. 

The Postmaster General, from time to 
time, has shown that the actual loss to 
his Department from franked letters and 
documents has ranged from two to three 
millions of dollars a year. For the 
Presidential canvass of 1872, if all the 
franked letters and campaign documents 
sent out from Washington and other 
points on both sides had paid the usual 
postage charges it is probable that there 
would have been a saving of at least four 
millions of dollars to the Department. 
From May to October the mails from 
Washington for the East, the West, the 
North and South were encumbered with 
tons of electioneering rubbisi. 


LUMBER AND Surprine at Detroit. 
A correspondent writing about Detroit 
says :—Eight hundred thousand tons of 
shipping is afloat on our lakes, a tunnage 
greater than the entire foreign commerce 
of the United States, yet entirely inade- 
quate to de the work for it, 2,500,000,000 
feet of pine lumber alone, forty million 
dollars’ worth cut this year in our busy 
mills, crops so great that railroads and 
vessels cannot carry the half of them, 
everybody busy, work enough for double 
the number of workers, factories, mills, 
shops, and homes springing up every- 
where, wages good and living cheap, 
mechanics getting from three to six dol- 
lars per day, with work the year round, 
sailors and green hands four dollars per 
day, and hard to find at that.—American 
Partizan.

POULTRY.~ 

One bundred fowls are as many as 
should be quartered upon a single acre. 
As high as one hundred and fifty have 
been kept, but for success in breeding 
and produciug eggs, at least one square 
rod of ground should be allowed each 
fowl, and more than this would be better. 

In breeding fowls, great care should 
be taken to produce not only large males, 
especially if breeding for market is to be 
followed. If the production of eggs is 
desired, great care should be taken to 
hatch no eggs from which to raise breed- 
ers, except those of good layers. By 
following this course a flock of hens may 
be produced which will lay a large per 
cent. more eggs than if chickens are 
hatched from unselected eggs, without 
care, thought or design. 

Who that has had the care of a flock 
of any kind, but has observed the su- 
periority of some of its number over others 
in egg producing. While many have 
noticed the fact, few have profited by the 
hint.

Value of Poultry—Few matters pay 
better than poultry around a farm.— 
Where success is so easy, failure indicates 
great negligence. Begin with the spring 
if you have been careless hitherto and 
your attention will be well repaid before 
the autumn arrives. Aside from the 
copvenience and profit of having always 
abundant supplies of poultry and eggs, 
attention to the various kinds (turkies, 


ducks, geese and chickens) will pleasant- | 


ly occupy a share of the time of the young- 
er memberé of the household. The gift 
of some them to the children will have a 
good effect in stimulating attention to 
the whole brood. 


To Cure a Balky Horse. 


When he stops and refuses to be coax- 
ed to go, one should first determine by 
his grit whether it can be whipped out of 
him. If you whip him, confine him as 
close as possible by winding the lines

How to Manage Poultry. 


I am one of many who not only believe, 


but know from experience, that there is 
no steck kept by the farmer that will pay 
so large a return, for money expended, 


as a we)l-managed poultry-yard. As we 


cannot compete with our Western farm-} 


ers in the production of pork, with grain 
atten cents per bushel, let ns devote more 
attention to poultry, that will pay us five 
hundred per cent. more than pork; and 
as to manure, will produce, “for each 
bushel of food,”a much more valuable 
quality of .manure. Small

1752 a new bell, imported from Bristol, 
England, at a cost of £50, and presented 
by the proprietors of the undivided lands, 
was hung, and until within a few years 
was in use in the present edifice, when it 
was cracked and was recast. In 1795 
the church was cut into and fourteen feet

end,—a feat of great ingenuity, it was 
thought. The present edifice was built 
in 1816 and is very substantially built. 
It resembles in architecture the two old 
churches in Roxbury,—and while devoid 
of elaborate ornamentation is symmetri- 
cal and well proportioned, with an attrac- 
tive Puritanical simplicity. The interior 
is square and roomy with galleries on 
three sides, and finished in white and 
gray. Inthe rear i#@ one of the finest 
and pleasantest vestries in the city, high 
and airy and attractively adorned with 
pictures on the walls. 

The church has always clung to the 
good old Puritan custom of long pasto- 
rates, and from its organization in 1630 
to the present time it has had but eleven 
pastors. From 1793 to the present time, 
there have been but two pastors. Some 
of the terms of the pastors have been 
forty-eight, forty-three, forty, thirty-eight 
Richard Math- 
er’s pastorate was thirty-three years in 
length. Jonathan Burr was ordained as 
Mr. Mather’s colleague in 1639, and died 
in less than three years. John Wilson, 
Jr., was ordained as colleague in 1649, 


and thirty-three years. 


Josiah Flint, a 
Harvard graduate was ordained in 1671, 
two years after Mr. Mather’s death.— 
His ministry lasted until his death, nine 
years after. He was succeeded by John 
Danforth in 1632, who was pastor for 
forty-eight years, until his death. Jon- 
athan Bowman became Mr. Danforth’s 
colleague in 1729, and his pastorate last- 
ed forty years. On September 23, 
1753, the scriptures were first read as a 
part of the public service. Moses Ev- 
uncle of Edward Everett, was 
ordained in 1774. 
until 1793, when he was succeeded by 
the Rev. Dr. Theodore M. Harris, who 
is well remembered by many now living. 
It was during his pastorate that the great 
Unitarian wave swept over New Eng- 
land, taking with it thirty-one of the 
original Puritan churches. The ancient 
First Parish was one of the first to adopt 
the new faith ; Dr. Harris is said to have 
always been a Unitarian, though the 
line between the two faiths was not drawn 
during the early part of bis ministry.— 
Dr. Harris’s term of service lasted forty- 
three years, and he died in 1844. The 
present pastor, the Rev. Nathaniel Hall,

APPENDIX II. 
WRITTEN UP TO FEBRUARY, 1873. 

The Great Show Campaign of 1872— 
That of 1873 Far to Surpass it. 


On the 10th of April, 1872, my great 
traveling Museum, Menagerie and Hip- 
podrome moved westward. We traveled 
entirely by rail. I carried 460 horses, 
and nearly a thousand men, women and 
children, besides by far the largest num- 
ber of rare wild beasts that ever traveled 
in one concern. Added to this was the 
Museum Collection, and it is no wonder 
that I was obliged to use ninety-five cars 


and five locomotives. In order to exhibit 
only in large towns, it was frequently 
necessary to travél one hundred miles in 
a single night, arriving in season to give} 
three exhibitions and the usual street pa- 
geant,at 8 o’clock a.m. By means of 
cheap excursion trains, thousands of stran- 
gers attended daily from along the lines 
of the various railroads, for a distance of 
fifty, seventy-five, and even a hundred 
miles. Other thousands came in wagons, | 
on horseback, and by every means of| 
conveyance that could be pressed into! 
service, until by 10 o’clock—the hour 
for the morning exhibition—the streets, 
sidewalks and stores were filled with 
strangers. The great “ show day ” thus 
always proved profitable to those doing 
business in towns where we exhibited.

Spread | 
in the drill a small quantity of well-rot-| 
ted manure, or other fertilizer; close | 
your drill with a coverer, or plow, leaving | 
a mound with a level surface ready for! 
the seed-sower. Regulate the seed-| 
sower so as to drop the seed from one-| 
half to one inch apart; one-half Ib. of | 
seed is enough for an acre.
